JULIA led a retired life 
but little fenfible of pleafure ; yy pig 
plied herfelt. to ferious things, bas 
very virtuous, and minded nothin 
but her own conduct ; yet in {pite of 
all this the became fenfible, and fome 
converfations fhe had by chanee with 
Celfus engaged her in an amour which 
troubled her repofe. 

Celfus lived for fome years with- 
out keeping any company but that 
of two or three. friends of his own 
ftamp; he was no wife concerned 
about any thing in the world, and of 
all the paffions, love was that which 
leaft troubled him ; yet at laft he fell 
in love, Celfus and Julia loved one 
another perfectly; Celfus was all 
wifdom and moderation, Julia was 
even virtue itfelf incarnate, and there- 
fore they were tranfported to fee one 
another; and when they did not fee 
one another often enough, their hearts 
were fometimes touched with jealoufy: 
they chid, quarreled, and had {ome 
words ; but then they were quickly 
reconciled by fuch pleafures as were 
five times fteeped in the neétar of the 
gods. They underftood one another 
upon the leaft intimations, and as 
Celfus never loft any thing that Julia 
faid which was tender ; fo it was no 
fmall pleafure to her, to fee the heart 
of a philofopher fenfible of her leat 
favours. 

That which furprized all perfons 
who knew Julia was, that the had in 
Italy and France many lovers who 
were of illuftrious families, whom fhe 
lighted, and yet fhe could not guard 
herfelf againft Celfus, who was indeed 
a man of merit, .but was _ neither 
very young, nor very obftinate in 
his. attacks, and who certainly never 
thought of rendering her . fenfible. 
She. faid a few days ago, to a devout 
woman, .upon what occafion I can- 
not . tells “That the had never beea

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live without confidents and witneffe 
and Jet us find no perfeét felicity bye 
in ourfelves. Write to me when you 
do not fee me, but let your heart on!

I am perfuaded of the virtue both of 
Julia and Celfus ; but . their virtue 
dances upon a rope: the way is very 
narrow, and they muft walk very wa. 
rily to keep themfelves upright ; for 
the leaft falfe ftep is to he feared, 
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On the Nature and Ufe of Comparifon in Writing. 


NSTRUCTION is the principal, 

but not the only end of comparifon. 
It may be employed with fuccefs in 
putting a fubject ina ftrong point of 
view. A lively idea is formed of a 
man’s courage by likening it to that 
of a lion; and eloquence is exalted 
in our imagination by comparing it 
to a river overflowing its banks, and 
involving a!! in its impetuous courfe. 
The fame effeét is produced by con- 
traft: a man in profperity becomes 
more fenfible of his happinefs, by 
comparing his condition with that of 
a perfon in want of bread, Thus com- 
parifon is fubfervient to poetry as well 
as to philofophy. 

Comparifons ferve two purpofes: 
when addreffed to the underftand- 
ing, their purpofe is to inftruct ; 
when to the heart, their purpofe is 
to pleafe. Various means contribute 
to the latter. Firft, the fuggefting 
fome unufual_ refemblance or contraft. 
Second, the fetting an object in the 
ftrongeft light. Third, the aflociating 
an objeét with others that are agree- 
able. Fourth, the elevating an ‘ob- 
jet; and, fifth, the depreffing it. 
And that comparifons may give plea- 
fure by thefe various.means, will be 
made ‘evident by examples, which 
fhall be given. after premifing {ome 
general obfervations. 

Objeéts of different fenfes cannot be 
compared fogethér; for fuch objects 
are ‘totally feparated from each other, 
and have no circumftance in ‘com- 


mon to admit either refemblance or

contraft. Objects of hearing may be 
compared together, as alfo of tafte, of 
fmell, and of touch; but the chief 
fund of comparifon are objeéts of 
fight: becaufe in writing or {peaking 
things can only be compared in idea, 
and the ideas of fight are move di- 
ftinét and lively than thofe of any 
other fenfe. 

When a nation, emerging out of 
barbarity, begins to think of the fine 
arts, the beauties of language cannot 
long lie concealed ; and when difco- 
vered, they are generally, by the 
force of novelty, carried beyond all 
bounds of moderation. Thus, in the 
earlieft poems of every nation, we 
find metaphors and fimiles founded 
on the molt diitant refembiances, 
which, lofing their grace with their 
novelty, wear gradually out of re- 
pute; and now, by the improvement 
of taite, no metaphor or fimile is ad- 
mitted. into any polite compofition. 
A fpecimen fhall be given afterwards 
of fuch metaphors as we have been 
defcribing 3 with refpeét to fimiles, 
take the following {pecimen.

Thy hair’ is as a flock of goats that 
appear from mount Gilead ; thy teeth 
are like a flock of theep from the waih- 
ing, every one bearing twins; thy 
lips are like a thread of fcarlet ; thy

For illuftrating this fort of compa- 
rifon we fhall add fome more ex- 
amples.

We now proceed to illuftrate by 
particular inftances the different means 
by which comparifons, whether of 
the one fort or the other, can afford 
pleafure ; and in the order above ef- 
tablifhed we fhall begin with fuch in- 
ftances as are agreeable, by fuggefting 
fome unufual refemblance or contraft, 


S weet are the ufes of adverfity, 
Which like the toad, ugly and venomous, 
Wears yet a precious jewel in her head.

The landfcape contained in the upper 
one is very fimple, if compared with 
the lower one, which by the variety 
and novelty of its objects has a beau- 
tiful effeét. In the firft there hangs, 
fufpended by a purple ribband, as it 
was difcovered to be from the two 
ends which appear, a fhield, or wheel, 
of a golden colour, on which is carved 
a Medufa’s head; for the Romans 
were accuftomed to hang up in their 
houfes, temples, &c. fhields of gold, 
filver, and other metals, with ds 
of their anceftors or of fome of the 
s carved upon them. | 
In the middie rifes ari oak. Near 
the trunk of this ftands 2 Dryad, the 
wardian nymph of the tree. In her 
Band fhe has a bill, which expreffes 
her readinefs to avenge ~ injury 
done to her tree ; and from her mid- 
die inftead of limbs a number of roots 
extend themfelves in a grotetque tafte, 
ftretched ouit and twifted about on all 
fides. On each fide of the oak isa 
{mall palm. , 
In the tower compartmenit, which 
is oblong, we may obfeive in the firft 
place a fmall temple, to which we 


afcend by five fteps. The portal jp 
adorned with a feftoon : on the frieze 
of the architrave there is a buft,and on 
the top a eee of bronze. The tte 

are bounded’ on each fide by bab. 
ments, and on them are two crocodiles 
of the fame colour.’ Behind thar 
which is on the left hand of the tem. 
ple, upon a higher pedeftal in a nich, 
is placed an Egyptian: idol : behind 
this nich appears a building, which is 
alfo a part.of the temple, on the roof 
of which fits Anubis, the Egyptian 
god. There are alfo feveral perfons 
in different attitudes: among thefe is 
one who deferves more attention than 
the reff; he is pulling back by the 
tail an afs loaded with veffels of glaf, 
as may be reafonably fuppofed from 
their fiewing the rednefs of the liquor 
they contain through them: we can- 
not but admire the fpirit with which 
the afs-man is expreffed im the aé of .

For, although it was 
my private opinion that every mem- 
ber of the fenate was able to judge 
of the practicability and expediency 
of the meafure propofed — although 
Iwas fully perfuaded that the gentle- 
nen, Named in my graces, would 
taveacquitted themfelves with credit, 
iad the formation of a plan been com- 
mitted to their care; yet I efteemed 
the unanimous approbation of the 
nee chanicellar’s grace as a declara- 
ton of the fenate’s favourable difpo- 
ition to the propofed inftitution ; and 
hitered myfelf that the committee, 
mned by the vice chancellor, would 
ve decided in favour of the prac- 
tability and expediency of the mea- 
le, and afterwards have drawn up 
ia plan for the execution, as 
night have reflected honour upon the 
hiverfity and themfelves. 

It was naturally to be expected, as 
ueterms of the grace did not require 
hat the chancelior fhould beacquaint- 
t with the refolutions of the commit-

™, which happens on or about the 
Nof November s this being the 
when on account of le&tures, the

Minthe negative on that day. The

the votes being taken by fecret fcru-

I hope | thall not be fufpected of a 
difpofition to cavil, if I fay, that 
fome material informalities appear in 
the conduét of the committee upon 
this occafion. The words, quicquia 
denique iis, vel procancellario, et majori 
eorum parti vifum fuerity feem to re- 
quire, that every refolution fhould ap- 
pear to be the opinion of an -abfolute 
majority of thole perfons who were 
named in the committee; i, e. the 
opinion of at. leaft nineteen of its 
members ; the whole number of per- 
fons named-being thirty fix.
